The adm inistration says 
higher rates may put a dam per 
on the economy. 
“ He didn't address himself to

Johnson told a news con­ 
ference after his two-hour m eet­

his Texas ranch with 
M artin and other economic ad­ 
visers. 


M artin said that while he was 
optim istic about the future of 
the economy, he looks on the 
threat of inflation as “ a very 
real one.”

He and West Germany’s Konrad Adenauer, 


like many others before them, can fight their 
political opponents but they cannot fight the 
clock Some day they must be replaced Vot­ 
ers are fickle They are ingrates They do not 
owe anything to politicians. 
Given a free choice, voters will use their 


power 
of decision 
Do Gaulle 
finally had to 
risk it 
He had to let Frenchmen vote He had 
to let 
his challengers appear on television, 
which is a state monopoly The trouble started 
there 
on television 


He had to admit in the stretch he was 
fighting for his political life And so explosive 
were the results of his rivals’ campaigns that 
♦ hey polled more than half the votes, forcing 
him into a runoff 
This 
was far from a defeat for De Gaulle 
and his loyalists But it was a rebuff, particu- 


Ever since the disaster at Pearl Harbor on 
Dec 7. 1941, researchers have been reconstruct­ 
ing events leading up to the military blunder 
that made .Japan’s staggering success possible 
Everybody in the military establishment knew 
Pearl Harbor was the U S defense bastion in 
the Pacific and would be the first target in a 
war with Japan 
Everybody knew Japan would strike unex­ 
pectedly; it always had done it in previous wars. 
This was what Pearl Harbor was designed to 
do 
counter a Japanese blow 
Vet when the blow was struck, U S ability to 
strike a counter-blow was wiped out More than 
2.OOP Navy personnel were killed outright, nearly 
a thousand were missing, nearly another thou­ 
sand wounded Army casualties were high The 
Pacific fleet was knocked out U S air power 
was exterminated 
Damage so far exceeded Japanese expecta­ 
tions that the attackers were not ready to follow 
up their success with an attack on the U.S. 
mainland Thev couldn't 
believe the United 
States would be such an easy victim

It’s not this incident alone,

Unfortunately. David Lawreac* 
the American government's spokesmen have ac­ 
cepted the idea of a long war. Defense Secre­ 
tary McNamara said recently that the conflict

Why should American soldiers be killed dur­ 
ing an indefinite period of warfare when the 
enemy can he subdued and subjugated by us­ 
ing the full powers of the Army, Navy and Air 
Force, with their wide variety of bombs and 
missiles in the non-nuclear category?

ANSWER: We do not know the exact nature of the instinct 
which causes a big eel which has lived for some years in an 
inland pond ill to slip into the outlet stream one autumn 
night iii and begin the long journey toward the sea Eels are 
lovers of warmth and darkness They are horn in the deep 
warm waters of the semitropical Sargosso Sea (check with 
map i Does some vague memory or yearning for this place 
of their birth stir them’ All we know is that they follow the 
movement of the streams into the rivers and down to the sea 
The eels which have lived in thp ponds are females; at the 
sea s edge they are joined by the males, who have lived in 
brackish marshes Now great numbers of eels head toward 
the area where sargosso weed floats in patches on the water 


13 and 41. Meanwhile, eels from the streams of the old world 
have also been moving toward the Sargosso Sea Here female
